Proof that such 
a vacation is not necessary is daily before our eyes 
when'we see the dusty automobile tourists passing 
down the road. The automobile tourist with his fam- 
ily or friends spend? a strenuous vacation. All day 
-they jogg over good roads and bad, eyes strained 
because of the sunlight, stiff and cramped from sit- 
.tlng long in one position, jammed with the luggage. 
At night many of them erect their tents and scurry 
around to prepare food and a bed. Then at an early 
hour they arise to be on their way. Yet they return 
home at the end of their vacation with their horizon 
broadened by one or two states, having seen some of 
the wonders of nature and of man and are happier all 
year because of the memory of that vacation. 
It 


proves that a vacation does not need to be a lapse 
into laziness. 


Vacation time is an opportunity for an individ- 


ual to fill his days as he pleases. Most of us have a 
peculiar idea of a vacation. A man's vacation is an 
index to his character. If, when he is free to devote 
bis energy to whatever he pleases, he plunges into a 
course of reading, takes a tour through the country, 
benefits by the time to become better acquainted with 
nature we know he is one kind of man, and if he bends 
every effort to conserve his energy, we know a lot of 
things about him.
